tnreo. Toward the end of the Twelfth 
century the use of the cross as a slj- • 
nature became ran, and the Thirteenth 
century "manual sign*" again came 
into use, not only by clerk* and officers 
bat by illiterate people. These sixni 
largely followed penonal taste and 
consisted of variations of the cross. In- 
itials, ornaments, attributes, armories, 
figures of animals, buildings, etc.— 
and actual names. Many of these signs 
were whimsical, some artistic and all 
curious. Bat the tendency steadily 
grew .to make the name the elgnatnre, 
at first embellished with flourishes and 
a few extra characters but finally just 
•"the plain name. 
The first king of 


France to adopt the simple Rlgnatura 
of the name was Phillip the Hand-; 
some, and trader him the practice 
qnickly spread to notaries and other 
functionaries all over the kingdom. In 
the Sixteenth century laws were passed 
in France requiring the signature to- 
be tie name only, just as we write our 
signatures today.
